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A ROMAN HOLIDAY 


Premier Alberhart announced re- 
cently that he was going away to 
Vancouver for a holiday an? that, 
upon his return to Alberta, he would 


consider a plan to license provincial 
newspapers, “for the protection of 
the public.”. 

Mr. ‘Alberhart really means that 
he will muzzle the press—destroy 
visible expression of independent 
free thought. 

The motive behind the premier’s 
decision is that he cannot tolerute 
criticism. He is expounding a theory, 
and endeavoring to bring about a 
pseudo-economic state, upon « the 
‘soundness of which there is dis- 
agreement in the public mind. People 
differ in their opinions of the Alber- 
hartian policy. There are those who 
criticize the Alberta administration. 
Opponents, whether they be private 
citizens, public men or newspapers, 
are to be silenced, if Mr. Aberhart 
can succeed in clamping down upon 
the “free press,” That, he thinks, 
will improve his position in the pub- 
lic eye. 

Mr. Aberhart would compare li- 
censing the press to licensing pool 
rooms, barber shops or restaurants. 
But he does not contemplate a li- 
cense for revenue, nor for the pur- 
pose of bettering conditions. His 
motive is censorship—control of the 
news and editorial columrs of Al- 
berta’s press. And that 13 nothing 
less than dictatorship—invasion of 
the rights and liberties of the jndi- 
vidual.

Social Credit party, witn Alberta 
newspaper men and women to be 
the sacrifice. As the press of Al- 
berta ‘has, almost unanimously, op- 
posed Aberhart doctrine, it is to be 
presumed that this opposition must 
stop or newspaper . licenses will be 
cancelled and plant closed. Propa- 
ganda sheets, favorable to the Social 
Credit government, will be the only 
publications penmitted to circulate. 

Truly, Hitlerism comes to Alberta 
and is announced from the pulpit. 

If Mr. Aberhart will study history, 
he must know that much blood has 
been shed by Britishers in defenre 
of the very liberty which he is now 
proposing to curtail here in Alberta. 
And history has a way of repeating 
itself. Mr. Aberhart is embarking 
upon a most dangerous course.— 
Hanna Herald.

NEW LIGHT ON 
CHAIN STORES 

As a result of investigation into 
the chain store ‘situation, made by 
the ‘Federal Bureau of the Gensus,

of independently-owned retail stores 
increased by /46,000 between 1920 
and 1933, the number of chain stores 
decreased by 6400 in the same 
period.

In the 
grocery ahd food field they do about 
five-sixths of the total volume of 
business. Their prices to consumers, 
the Trade Commission reports, ure 
about 8.1 per: cent below those 
charged by competing retailers. 

According to the Census Bureau 
figures, the average wages of chain 
store employees are $1,079 a year, 
and those paid by independent store 
owners about $947 a year. 

On the vexed question whether 
chain stores take money out of a 
community, the Institute of Distri- 
bution points out that all the money 
any retailer takes in, except what he 
pays for local help and rent and his 
own profit, if any, goes out of town 
to the wholesale house from which 
he buys. 

It is also pointed out the average 
salary of a chain store manager who 
if he is a good manager depends 
largely wpon his local coutacts and 
part in the community life for the 
success of his store, amounts to as 
much as the average independent 
small retail merchant makes in wet 
profits. 

And that’s the story of the chain 
store, based on these reports.

CANNED SALMON 
DISH TOOTHSOME MEAL 


Canned salmon may be served in a 
@reat many different ways, al] of 
them excellent, but here tg one sug- 


‘gestion: Serve salmon en casserole. 


The ingredients needed are a cup or 
cooked rice, a pound can of Can- 
adian. salmon, two eggs, a third of 
a cup of milk, a tablespoon of but- 
ter, a pinch of salt, and if it’s at 
hand, a dash of paprika. . 

After the rice has been cooked and 
has become cold, most of it is used 
to line a baking dish but a little or 
it is put to one side tor a tater 
purpose. Then the eggs are beaten 
and the milk, butter, salt and pa- 
prika are added to them. . After 
that the mixture is stirred 
into the salmon which should first 
have been flaked, and the whole is 
poured into the baking dish. Over 
the top of the mixture the remain- 
ing rice is laid, the cover is put on 
the casserole which is then put into 
the oven for an hour’s cooking time. 
A white sauce should be served with 
the fish. 

(Practically all of Canada’s output 
of canned salmon, by the way, 
packed in British Columbia. The 
salmon themselves are ‘of fine qual- 
ity—five species of these fish are

A federal inspection system 
is another guarantee of quality; no 
shipment of canned saimon can go 
to market from the British Colum- 
bia industry until it’s been inspected 
by the Canned Salmon Laboratory 
which is conducted by the Dominnwa 
Department of Fisheries at Van-

The following recipes were pre- 
pared and tested ‘by the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture .and are 
taken from the bulletin “Jams, Jell- 
ies, and Pickles” 

Tomato Cocktail (1) 
18 ripe tomatoes 

1 cup chopped ceiery 
Y% cup chopped onions 
3 sweet green peppers 
1 sweet red pepper 

2 tablespoons salt 

2 tablespoons vinegar 
% cup sugar 

‘Wash and cut tomatoes but do not 
peel. Chop the peppers finely. Mix 
tomatoes, celery, onions, peppers 
and salt together. Boil for one-half 
hour. Strain through a coarse sieve. 
Add the vinegar and sugar. Boil 
three minutes. Seal in sterilized jars. 

Tomato Cocktail (2) 
1 bushel tomatoes 
a small head celery 
Yy% cup vinegar 
1% teaspoon white pepper 
1 cup chopped onions 
4 teaspoons salt 

Boil all together twenty minutes. 
Strain and boil five minutes. Bottle 
and seal.

The fourth woman to be pictured 
on a United States stamp, I am 
happy to say, is Susan B. Anthony, 
that pioneer in the suffrage move- 
ment. Her profile appears on the 
new stamp issued by the govern- 
ment in August to commemorate 
the sixteenth anniversary of the ra- 
tification of the Nineteenth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution granting 
the franchise to women. The other 
women so honored, not including 
allegorical characters, are Queen 
Isabella of Spain in 1893. Pocahon- 
tas in 1907 and Martha Washington 
in 1908. Miss Anthony, a native of 
Massachusetts, devoted the last 
years of her life to the suffrage 
cause and although she did not live 
to. see the day of victory for “votes 
for women” the inspiration of her 
leadership was an incentive to her 
associates to carry on the fight un- 
til the day of victory in 1917.
